God ; by whoſe diſcourſe my blidde eyes are opened, my dead 
heart is made alive; my lame leps ate inabled to walk in the wa 
to heaven,” where I ſhall enjoy an eternal Ki dame. Many min 
cles Fave been wrought upon me by the power of Gods Word 
* to me by this man: and that I may ſtir up your heart, and 
the hearts of the people here preſent to give diligent heed to u 
he ſaith, I will decl re unto you what paſſed between us. I was: 
you are, I lived as you live, I did as you do, and as the reſt of oy 
Countrymen and Neighbours do; I tollowed the ſports, pleaſur 
vanities, and eourſes that other men, and you, to this day walk it 
But I was not aware how blinde, and dead, and vile, and wicke 
I was in the fight of God; nur was I aw2re that I was running 
in a pleaſant delighttul way, which led mc down to hell and ete 
nal damnation. 

But when I met this wan, he diſcourſed with me about tt 
things; he opened unto me, by the Word of God, the preat My 
jeſty of God, his Holineſs, Juſtice, and G»odnefs 3 how God | 
made this great world, aud all things in it, both things above, a 
thirgs below; how he made man an eminent Creature, gave bim 
minion over all the creatures here below ; & gave him ahold 
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2d good Law, in Ten Commandments, under the order of a Co- 

venant of Works, and if he kept and obeyed this Law, he fFould 
live in glory and happineſs for ever, but it he did break this Law, 
and ſin againſt God, that great Majeſty of heaven, then be ſhould 
be anſwerably and juſt ly unubed with ete rnal torments in hell 
fire, with the Devil and his Angels for evermore : and this L 
was for bimſelf and all his poſterity, in whole ſtead he ſtocd as a 
publick perſon, . | 

Now he informed me; that Ada n the firſt man ſinned by the tem- 

tation of evil Angels, which rebelled againſt God, and tuined 
Devils: by their temptation Adam ned, and turned rebel againſt 
God, and ſerved, believed and obeycd the Devil, and therefore by 
the Law of God he ws judged and condemned, and all his poſtert- 
ty. All this I found to be true in rv y own experience, tor I went 
on in the ſame rebellion, breaking the holy Law of God every day 
both in thought, word and deed, obeying the Devil and his tem- 
ptations, ſerving the luſts of my fleſh, and filthy misde: I walked 
in the broad, e aſie, pleaſant way ti:at leadeth ro deſtruction ; fo 
that I have deſ-rved to be damned a thouſand thouſand times: 
and the greatneſs of the Majeſty of God againſt whom I ſinned, 
did breed terrour in my ſoul ; my juſt condemnation by the Law 
of God, was evident to me as the light; Gods pure ard anchange- 
able Juſtice, which ſentenced. me by the Law unto hell, I EW I 
could not poſlibly anſver, ſeeing I am a poor finite worm, and what 
have I to ſatisfhe infinite ofended Juſtice ? and therefore my foul 
mourned and lamented, and ſunk into deſpair; for Gods juſtice is 
unchangeable, and his Law muſt be ſatis1cd, which I am never able 
to do, and therefore I muſt be eternally damned under that juſt 
ſentence. I durſt not pray God to pardon my tranſgretſion, b 
any abſolute ſoveraign act of mercy, for then he ſhould have of- 
fended his own Juſtice, which is whchangeable, and aboliſhed his 
own Law, whoſe perfection is ſuch that it muſt be fulklled and ſa- 
tified ; and to ſatisſie Gods juſt Law, was not in the power of any 
kaite creature, Man or Angel: and therefore I deſpaired, no ran- 
ſome could be found in all the world for me a poor ſinner. Oh the 
bitterneſs that my ſoul felt, in the horrour of my damned eſtate / 
No tongue can utter what my foul felt. I had a taſte of hell tor- 
ments in my ſoul ; my meditation of Gods Omniſcience, whereby 
he knew all my (ins, not onely open, bur ſecret ones, brought in- 
numerable ſins to my remembrance, one of which was enough to 
damn me, but I had mountains of guilt heaped upon my diſtreſſed 
fon] ; the impollibility for me to ſatisfhe divine Juſtice,and the im- 
poſſibility of pardon without fatisfattion, becauſe God cannot be 
unjuſt, and his Law is unchangeable : Such meditations caſt me in- 
to the horrible pit of darkneſs and deſperation. The redemption of 
the ſoal. is precious it ceaſeth for ever, Plal.49

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Then God opened the mouth of this dear Servant of his, who 
told me that the infinite mercy and wiidome of God had found out 
a ranſome, a way to ſatisfie Juſtice, and fulfil the Law, and to fave 
poor condemned ſinners, and that he himſelf had fouud mercy in 
that way. This bred ſome hope in my ſoul, and ſtayed me from 
ſink ing quite down, when I heard of a poſſibility: but till I was 
in diſtreſſing doubt and fear that it was but ſome deluſion, becauſe 
I could not ſee a poſſibility for Man or Angel, or any Creature, to 
ſatisſie and give a ranſome to infinite Juſtice, 

Then he declared to me, that it is true that no Creature could 
give a ranſome to ſatisfie Juſtice, but God himſelf was able to ſa- 
Tisſie the infinite Juſtice of God. To that 1 yielded, that God 
himſelf might ſatisſie his Juſtice, but ſtill I was in the dark, I 


could not fee this could poſſibly be. Then he opened me, that

This 
glorious Perſon is the greateſt ſubject that ever the Law had, and 
this glorious Pe rlon is able perfectly to fulfil the Law, and perfect -

it. This depth of divine Wiſdome my ſoul admired, and ſhall do
